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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant argues that the prior art fails to 
anticipate the limitations of the present invention. However, the basis of the rejection was that of obviousness not antication. It was recited 
by the examiner that the prior art of Achner teaches the gas bearing and rotary drive formed between the gap of the support body and 
support holder. Achner furhter teaches that the support body and hodler are rings. Aschner fails to teach a ring bead which is taught by 
Switky. Note that the final rejection also provide a motivation of combining the prior art basis the need to seal pieces for proper mounting 
of one upon the other. Upon amending the claims to better clarify applicant's invention basis the ring bead, which seems to be the crux of 
the invention, the following prior art should also be reviewed. Kappeler et al (US 2004/00071 87-thought to be commonly owned by 
applicant and Bhat (US 5,226,383).. 
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
